Already this yoar English fans have hold a convention, 
which took place on January 3 in Leeds. The convention idea has been 
discussed in America sine.- 1927 i.'hen the Science Correopondonce Club, 
later the original International Scientific Association, v/hich ho.s 
no cenr ection with the fan club of the si-mo noinc headed by L'illiain 
Sykora, first proposed such a convention for Chicago. Latest modifi- 
catiores cf it locate tho fair either in San Francisco in 1938 or in 
Kew York in 1939.
